TUB AUDllKSS. 

The Addrpss to the Governor Gouoral was 
taken into cousidenilion. 

Mr Henry Nathan (City of Victoria, 13. ) 
moved the reply as lollows: — I have the bouor 
to more an Address in reply to tbo Speech of 
His Excellency the Qovernor-Goueral, which, 
I fuel convinced, will cammenc itsel'to every 
member of this House. In being entrusted 
with the duty of moving this address, , I 'ully 
appreciate the complimenti whish has been 
paid to the Province to which I belong. In 
performing that duty, I crave the indulgence 
which this House is accustomed to accord to 
those who address it for tho first time. The 
recovery of His Royal Highuess the Prince of 
Waloa rauat uecesaarily bo a matter of con- 
Kri'.tulatiou to every loyal U'lniidimi, nnd tha 
deiuoiistratlons of joy aud lhaiikstjiving which 
have been evinced by Brilish subjects throughi 
out the world, cannot fail of being a sourco 
of pleasure to the Iloyal lamily. It will tje 
our duty, on Monday to assist in giving ex^^ 
prossion to the sense of gratitude of the Ua- 
nadlaa people to tbe Almighty for the great 
mercy be bad TOUchBafed, and I am fully con- 
vinced that In no part of Uar ICajesty's Em- 
pire will there be a atrbnger or more sincere 
demonstration of joy than in tbe Damiaioo. 
We fully afipreciaie the necessity of the post- 
poned meeting of P.vrliaincnt, in view of the 
exisU'iice of uravu couiiderntiona justifying 
their course, Since the last meeting of tho 
House tho peace of tho country has again beon 
JiBturbed by a threatened invasion of lawless 
individuals from a neighboring Ropnblio. 
Thank?, however to tho promplilude of the 
(iovornuienl, and Ihu friendly action of tbo 
IJnilod States authorities, tho evil was averted. 
TheJIaciliy offered by ibe vast e.xtent and 
gcattorcd population of this couutry to evilly 
dlipoaed persons to enter upon snob auder- 
takings would appear to call for meagures of 
pioteetion at vulnerable points; and more par- 
ticularly would this appear to be the case at 
Fort Qarry where abody of Militia might with 
advantage bo retained to watch tbe safely of 
I no coininunity. On tho occusion I bavo re« 
ferred to as well as on all previous ocoajioas 
of a aiiailar u.:lure,lho Canadian soldiers havs 
held ihoir character for courage nnd ondur- 
auce. Although circumstances prevealed their 
meeting with tho diuturbers of the tranquility 
of their country face to face, their discipline 
and energy were fully proved by their Bueeess? 
ful'y overcoming the obstacles of tbe march 
10 Manitoba through such a difficult country 
at a most 'nelement Eeasoa of the year, I am 
sure I only re-echo the feeling of all Canadi- 
ans when f sny that no reasonable expendi' 
tun; ou tho purl of the Oovernmsat will be 
l^rud^'ed in defending the country from these 
outragi ?, and the expenses we have incurred 
in coiHioctiou with tho dlsturbancss in ques- 
tion will bo choerfully voted. I trust ih&l the 
marked and igiiominious failnrsa of all tbe 
sITortj of all these mauraadara lor years, will 
deter them from making any further attompla 
in tho same dtrcctluo. We are glad lobain« 
formed mat the Treaty of Washington which 
toucnea upon affairs of ao much lottrest to 
this Dominion will be laid before tba House 
and that Other oommunioatloni bearing upon 
this Important subject will be presentad far 
oar considsration, and we doabt not that the 
action taken would be that best calculated to 
conserve the true interejts of tho country. It 
must bo universally gratifyifcg tp learn from 
His Bxcollency'd speech th a lO many subjects 
likely to promote our best intereats have rai 
ceived that atteotlon which their Importance 
demands, not tbe least of which Is tbe qussllon 
of immigration, ft is moat satisfactory to 
know that a scheme for the eqoonragamant 
0.' that moremeat will be laid before the 
House, wblvb will doubtless have tbe effeci of 
attracting a larger share of guropaan amigraT 
lion to tbess shores than has bitberte raiiabed 
us, and which will help to populate this large 
domain extending from oc!«n to ouean and 
capable of supporlinf; so many million souli. 
Money devoloj to such an object cannot bo 
more advanimftously appropriated, l'opula» 
lion and popniiiiloa only is nseded to make 
ibis Dominion one of tho richest countries In 
the world. The admission ofliritish Colum- 
bia must also bo a subject of congratulation. 
Uy tbo cooled ration of that Proviqco you 
have secured a territory of two hundred and 
twenty thousand aquaro miles — a land rich in 
coal, rich in timber, riub ia fish, whoso val- 
leys are natural pastures, whoso meunlains 
are covered with verdure — a counlry that, with 
its enormous rcsooniea must, ere long, tako 
its stand ainoiu' thu loreniost Provinces of tho 
Dominion. Apurt Irom tho natural wealth of 
ino Province, yuu have, by thii connection, 
sociited an outlet for oommerco on the Pacihc 
gcuboaid which must atford incalculable ed- 
taulagcs; and, moroovur, such a maasuro waa 
necessary, as one of tho Stops in forming a 
compact union out of a number of disunited 
Provinces which with adverse interests, and 
with local prejudices, anil the ebserios of any 
macbiaery for counteracting those projudicial 
influeoces, wnuld never hove commanded at« 
tentioo and respect, or gained that degree of 
prosperity v/hich to-day charac'.erizea tho Do- 
minion. ] need not say the House Is fully 
proiiarcd to tnako provision for the conilruc- 
tion ii' the (Junudian I'ar.ihc Kailrond in accor- 
dance with the terms of union with Itritish 
Columbia, which, even if wo are not bound to 
wo would coaatriiot as a means of binding 
oar various Provinces together, by all'ordlEK 
them fncililios for rapid communication, nnd 
by Identlfylnf their interests by commercial 
and other relations. It is, in fact, a work of 
vital importaace to the welfare of the D(^mini- 
ou. Among the many advantagas we mar ex- 
pect from the building of that road Is the 
populating of the graat North West, a coun- 
try surpassing any on the continent as 
a wheat producing distrio', and 'ot giving 
to that fertile land inarkuts both on tho 
Ailantic and I'ucilio fIiuios of tliia conii- 
nett. It will luit ier olfcr us tba moana of 
competing for and securing tbe both ol trade 
between Europe aud Aeia which must 
bring to the Dominion a great aooesBioo of 
wcalib aud eo enable bcr t) ocoopy the place 
to which a*io is entitled by her vest tMritory 
aud favorablo position. Thereloro it is ri 
suuroe of grutilicatiou to lojru that a preliini- 
oaty univey ol this toad has boea viguionsly 
proseouled, and that o report on tho survey 
will be prepared and laid before us in doe 
lime. Anniber mf at iraportat.t f|OB8tioo for 
the fuiuro ol fiis Dominion ia that of ranals 
and their extension, ond, silica a most label- 
ed report him been lurriitrliBd on t'lo aubject, 
no doubt aruplo provii;uri« will bo made lor 
our reiioireiuent*. The necessity of provid- 
ina watif oommunioation between tbe Gull 
of St. Lawrence and tbo Bay of Fundy, is 
h'h) ono which the Housh will probably no' 
loa.3 iJit^lit (if. (» nee 11 will Bhortou consider- 
ably ihodiHtuico Ivtiweeo tho Gulf ol Si. 
Lawrence and the Atlantic aeaboard, Tho 
raoaauro for re-ailj ofc Ing tha repreiantation 
ol ParliameLt in aooordaoce wit'i Isst cen- 
ens, and in tbe epjiil of tba Bntisb North 
Amerioa Act will, donbtlis', reocive the «t- 
luniion il dem iiid'i lit our linnds.

has, no doubt, been pleased to leafo that 
the roveaue for tbe past xnd oiirrentyear will 
be grest'y on ezcesB of what has been estl- 

mated. This fact i3 all tbe mora gratifying 
Bs altbougb in tbo ova of nridertsking large 
pablio iiuprovoments, we need bo undar no 
opprohoneion ol ombarrnssmant from a dimi- 
nution ol income. Such an iocrecse of oar 
revenue ia the beet index of tho proFpeiity of 
the Dominion, which during tba past year 
bus been most marked. In every city, io 
every town, in every poit we find trade 
heeltby, oat oommerce iaoreaaiog, new ic- 
dnstries commencod, and ihe people happy, 
conienled, and prosperous ( Hear, hear), for 
which cheering stale of off lira we ara not a 
little indebted t i the able fiacal policy of tbo 
Government. (Applause). Bioea tbe be- 
ginniof; of the CoufederaiioD in 1867 we 
have seen eaob Provioce beooma mora pros- 
perous as Boon as it'Deoame ociafederaleif , tbe 
idei,tity of iot'iresis helping the weak with- 
out irnpover's'iing tho strong. (Applause). 
In adverting to the parugrapb in H it Excel- 
lency 'h speech having relerenoa to ttie hap- 
py results of what baa been done within the 
psst few years, with a view to (ha coDSoli- 
dation ol tbe varions Frovioees oonititutiog 
this Domioiol), I may perhaps, ba allowed 
to point oat how mnoh occaaioa wa have 
tor gratitude that tb's great work shonld 
have beoQ accomplished in so peaceable and 
cocstiiutional a manner. He conclnded by 
thanking tbe Home for their atteolion tg tbe 
apeech. 

Mr Uaiter seconded tbe reply in a brief 
speech, in which he referred to tbe Treaty of 

VVdsbiugton as a timely settlement oi ih« 

difliculiif 8 exis iog bttween Gront Britain 
and the Uriifed Stales. 

Mr. MoKe-izie congratnlaled ihe two young 
mombiHs vrho had s) ably moved and sec- 
onded tbo Addiees. With rcapeot to tbe ad- 
mission of British Columbia into tho union, 
ba said it waa a matter ol siaoere congratu- 
lation to bimBsIf and those who naually acted 
with him in the House that tbe union bad 
taken place, bocauio fiu t)clisved it to bo a 
geographical necesiity to iho Dominion. 
(Hear, bear.) He made t'lia statement be- 
cauBt the Opposit on bad been niUroprcsent- 
ed In tbo recant eleoiioga in BritiiBbColnmbia 
I be Btitemantbad been made that they op> 
poBbd the extsrsion of the Dominion to tbe 
Paoific Ho denied that they had ever op- 
pesed ii ; lhair ohjoetiOD WM( to iLo tormB of 
uniCD. Ho could not cocgrotulalo the House 
on the delay in calling i'arliament to meit. 
No rebaon bad been assigned lor i', and na- 
til same saiisfaotory cans] (boold be ebowo, 
be was loroad to ooodamn the aoBsasooabla 
time fiey had been called to meet. He be- 
liaved the speech from t'ie throne waa more 
oonapicuou* for the absence ol imporiai t 
meaaares, than lor what it forcabadowed. In 
iact, tba House ond tbe oonntry were lell to 
obtain their information Irom epeeobea pub- 
lished in tbe papers and from printed pam- 
phlets. He read an extract from tha sp^eob 
of Hon. J, Howe, delivered at Ottawa a aboit 
lime aiiioe, respecting the oonnootion of this 
colony with Great Hrilaio, He condemned 
tho spcacb aa wholly onjus ifisble, II it was 
tbe int^ntiOQ oittia Government to favor ibe 
sererence of tbia Dominion from the Britiab 
Empire, ba believej they shonld have the 
booaaty aod boldness to aabmii their policy 
to Parliament for their ditcoaaioa. Ha could 
not concur in tba opinion exnreased by tbe 
member for Brone (Ca;t:r), ibal the Treaty 
of VVasbington waa a happy aetilemei t of 
di$ptjt!S between Greet Bitiin and the 
United States. He tonteoded that tbe Trea- 
ty showed bad itAtesmansbip, to aay tbe 
leatt. Ha refermd to tha omiidioo Irom the 
Aildress of New Brunswick'* deraond for 
boitir terms, lie ohnrgod the Uuvemmonl 
wit 1 the responsibility ol haviog given rise 
10 that demand by ,tB'abliabiog a preoodo:t 
ffr it in the ease ol Nova Sottia. He ad- 
vened to the atsioce of any reference in tbo 
Speech to a Coairoverled Electiors Act, and 
ft bill t) ercnte a Snprema (Jouri; in fact 
there was SJarcely sny mention made ol 
anythicg. It was a meagre bill of fare, and 
anyone might have atticipated ihit, from the 
prophecies in all the miuialerial paper.s that 
t^e Uessloo woald be ahori. Ue leferred to 
tbe abaeooe ol any mention io the Speech to 
the condoct of Lt.-Gnv. Archibald in Mani- 
toba, and eocdamned that conduoi in eevero 
terras. Ho vvoald cordially agree with the 
Goveruuiant ol improving Iho navlgitioo of 
tbo coont y, if their plan should bo euch as 
t) commend ittell '.u the practical esporience 
of Iha peoplp.
